‘The point of all this ts that the New 
England River Basins Commission, with 
headquarters at 406 Atlantic Aveaue in 
Roston has been conducting a study of the 
Ipswich, as a part of its Southeastern New 
England Study (SENE) of water and land 
management 

SENE reports that it ts still thirsting for 
Weas 

‘The last workshop belt in April, strongly 
urged more conservation of water, Those 
who were present did not want to ste the 
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‘The SENE Study is now entering its last 
‘stages. There will be a meeting in August, 
for local publie officials
